| THE HONGKONG GOVERNOR AND 
THE PERMANENT COMMITTEE. 


AN OPINION FROM SINGAPORE, 


The Governor of the Colony of Hongkoug 
will have more reasons than one to remember 
the Black Plague-crisis at Hongkong. As 
a sequel of 2 certain course of actionataken 
upon himself, and expreased ia tha form of 
o public proclamation Sir am Robinson 
shas had the disoomfort of inenrring, in two 
quarters, reproof and protest which can only 
be tikened {0 a couple of Vigorous slaps in 
the face, The parties who haye found it 
their duty to apply this dixcipline, are, first 
the Permanent Committee of the Sanitary 
Board through their Chairman Mr J. J. 
Fraueis; and, second, the whole body. of the 
medical officers, civil, military and paval, 
who aro nuw on duty in combating the 
plague. Dr Ayres. the Principal Civil Ma- 
dioal Officer, publicly adheres to the joint 
protest of his medical cotleaguos, and ad- 
ministers an emphatio snub lo His Excellen- 
oy of Hongkong on his falling awey from his 
political responsibilities, And as fer as we 
ean sea, vot all the caauistry of a Colouial 
Secretariat can mect the blunt challenges 
levelled from (wo directions at the Governor's 
action, Mr Francis dedlares, and proves, 
the proclamation to-ba illegal. The medical 
manifesto declares and proves it to be sub- 
versive of the public acfety, not only now 
but in the future. And ail the meng has 
been the outcome of Sir William Robinson's 
tno eager zeal to oblipa the Chinese and 
concilinte their wrongheaded prejudices, 
The position was not an easy one, for the 
Celestial prejudices, silly an they are, 
against Karopean methods of dealing with 
disease had contributed acertain share in 
the emptying Hongkong of half its inbabi- 
tants. Tbe Chomber of Commerce, tauched 
on a tender place by the exodua of the po- 
pulativu, were prepared to go almost any 
lengths, right or wroug, to stop that Hight, 
And one of the Chineee dewanda was that 
they shonld ho allowed 10 establish a plague 
hospital on Chinese“soil, bat withid’ a few 
yerds of the Kowlion frontier, and thera 
treat or maltreat their plagne-strioken fellow. 
countrymen in their own peouliar way, 
And without taking due stock of qhat 
results underlay this proposal the Governor 
of Hongkong ineued a proclamation allowing 
this tobe done, Mr Francie on behalf of 
his Commitiee pointed ont that this action 
infringed tho Bye-lawe, having full foreo of 
Jaw, under which the .ermanent Committee 
| worked, No reply. Mr Francis wrote again. 
| Still no reply, The Committee met with- 
toutany reply from the Colonial Secretary, 
Finally a wenk and petalant letter, in whioh 
itia stated that the Governor is advised 
that the interprototion of the law urged by 
| tba Permanent Committee is incorrect; that 
A. E. will place no obstacle in their way if 
thoy rovign ; thet he wonld like to know if tha 
drafts of the letters ‘were approved by cach 
member; whether they were submitted to 
each member; and whether the publication 
of the correspondence was santioned by each 
member, Mr Francia at ence replied, and 
shows that the letters are the expression of 
the opinion of the Committee, and: as. to 
publieation—‘ I deny the right of the Gov- 
ernor to ask the question or to get any 
answer toit.
